(Harold D. Jacobs, famous 
newspaperman, 
who 
started 
his career at the typewriter 
two years before I did, and 
who is now a guest at the Des­ 
ert Inn, is taking over today's 
column in the following inter­ 
esting letter which was acti­ 
vated by a comment in this 
column a month ago. Because 
it was started by this column, 
here's the place to put it. . . . 
Besides I'm still tired. Phat.) 


Dear Phat: 
Your reference to the “False 
Armistice” in your column of 
November 5 intrigued me, as you 
were merely on one end of it 
(the receiving end in Ontario) 
while Roy Howard was on the 
other end (the sending end in 
Brest, France). But I? I was lit­ 
erally, not figuratively, in the 
middle. 
I was then cable editor of the 
United Press. Hugh Baillie, now 
president of the UP, was New 
York manager. We two kids were 
carrying much of the burden of 
the whole UP at that time—it 
was then exclusively for after­ 
noon papers with a special Sat­ 
urday night service for Sunday 
editions. 


WORLD WAR I was rapidly 
winding up. The Germans were 
through, 
militarily. 
With 
the 
Kaiser on the lam, Prince Max 
had formed an interim govern­ 
ment. The German navy had re­ 
volted: the armies were disinte­ 
grating; the civilian population 
was ugly. Max and his advisors 
wanted a cessation of hostilities, 
quick! 
So Max arranged with General­ 
issimo Foch for a peace delega­ 
tion to pass through the Allied 
lines. This was accomplished. An 
armistice had practically been 
agreed on when there was a sud­ 
den counter-revolution back in 
Germany and Max was "kaput.” 
‘ His delegation had no official 
standing. So . . . everything was 
off—for the moment. 


NOW, THIS IS HOW the False 
Armistice” occurred on November 
7—and no real newspaperman 
could ever have done one whit 
differently from what Roy How­ 
ard did. 
The peripatetic Roy—who to 
this day has never ceased to be, 
first of all, a reporter—had just 
completed a tour of the UP 
b u r e a u s 
and 
battlefronts in 
Europe and was in Brest, the 
principal American port of de­ 
barkation, on his way home. He 
was making a final call on Ad­ 
miral Wilson, the commandant. 
An aide interrupted their tete a 
tete. He handed the admiral a 
message. Wilson glanced at it, 
then passed it to Howard with 
the comment, “Here is something 
that will interest you, Roy.” 


H O W A R D READ IT and 
gasped. The message—an official 
military 
radiogram — stated 
a 
German armistice commission had 
passed through our lines, had 
been received, and that a tenta- 
tative 
agreement 
had 
b e e n 
reached, whereby hostilities were 
to cease at 11 a.m. that day—No­ 
vember 7, 1918. 
“May I use it?” 
“Sure.” 
Roy did. He dashed down to 
the cable office and filed it. The 
French censors already had heard 
rumors and were starting a cele­ 
bration. 
Roy’s 
message 
went 
through like a breeze, via French 
cable directly to the New York 
office of the UP. 
"Lunch” had just been sig­ 
nalled at the UP New York office. 
The telegraph operators all left 
their keys (this was in the days 
before automatic teletyping) and 
turned to their paper-wrapped 
provender—with one ear always 
cocked 
on 
their 
instruments.' 
Baillie and I scrambled down the 
stairs from 
the 
third to the 
ground floor of the old Pulitzer 
(World) building to get our daily 
sandwich and bowl of soup in the 
drug store there. (Yes, even in 
those ancient days, some drug 
stores were serving food). 


TEN MINUTES after we left, 
Old Gribben—the Western Union 
operator who handled all cable 
messages for us (WU, All-America 
and French)—heard the French 
instrument rat-tatting and sidled 
over it, a half-eaten sandwich in 
one hand. 
Grib dropped the sandwich on 
the littered floor, pecked away at 
the a n c i e n t typewriter and 
bawled in a walrus-like bass his 
famous warning, “Cay-bull-111!" 
On the cable blank in his type­ 
writer he one-fingered the famous 
terse message from Roy, briefly 
stating that an armistice was ef­ 
fective at 11 a.m. that day. It 
was signed 
“Howard, Simms” 
because Roy’s signature was not 
registered and he used the addi­ 
tional signature on our Paris 
manager, 
the famous William 
Philip Simms. There was no Brest 
point-of-origin on the message, 
so everyone naturally assumed it 
had come from Paris and that 
Roy had appended Phil’s name 
for added authenticity. 


WHEN BAILLIE and I had 
stepped out, the news room had 
been left in charge of ancient Ed 
Conkle, an old-timer who had 
educated most UP men—includ­ 
ing Baillie and myself—and who 
then was “wire-filler.” 
Ed looked over Grib's shoulder, 
yowled “Flash!” . . . The tele­ 
graph operators sprang from their 
lunch to their sending “bugs”— 
and . . . well, that was it. 
Meantime , Hugh,

World Large 
Enough to Hold 
U. S., Russia 


“Both the United States and 
the Soviet Union are in the midst 
of permanent changing processes, 
and the world is big enough for 
our two systems to exist peace­ 
fully side by side if each recog­ 
nizes the other’s right to try, 
within its own borders, to make 
its own system work,” declares 
Martin Hall who will be the first 
speaker on the Palm Springs 
Public Forum series at El Paseo 
theatre on Thursday, December 
12, at 7:30 p. m. 
Mr. Hall is one of the speakers 
whom the American Friends serv­ 
ice committee 
is 
bringing to 
Southern California communities 
as part of its plan to extend the 
summer 
Institute 
of 
Interna­ 
tional Relations to a year-round 
program. 


CITING the changes in both 
the American and Russian sys­ 
tems, Mr. Hall asserts the changes 
which are taking place in the 
Soviet Union are changes in the 
direction of democracy, while in 
the United States the change has 
been toward government respon­ 
sibility of our economy. 
Mr. Hall believes that if the 
slow progress of political democ­ 
ratization in the Soviet Union 
and the equally slow process of 
enlarging the field of democracy 
in the economic field in the 
United States goes on, it will 
probably bring the two countries 
closer together, although it will 
not bring us the same kind of 
system. 


MARTIN HALL was born and 
educated in Germany. He came 
to the United States in 1938 after 
being expatriated by Hitler for 
underground activities and is now 
an American citizen. He has lec­ 
tured extensively in this country 
and for two years was a visiting 
professor on European civiliza­ 
tion at the Pacific School of Re­ 
ligion, Berkeley, California. He 
was voted one of the most out­ 
standing faculty members of the 
1946 Institute of International 
Relations at W hittier College. 
The Public Forum meetings 
are open to the public and there 
is no admission charge.

An all women jury sitting in 
the case of Mrs. Ruth M. Hitch- 
ner accused of murdering her 
husband Adam, heard ex-Palm 
Springs police officer Jack Brooks 
testify how he found the accused 
kneeling

form of her husband asking him 
to breathe and he would live. 
The shooting took place October 
10. in the pent house of their 
home here. 
Earlier in the day, Dist. Atty. 
John Neblett issued an official 
statem ent that the prosecution 
will not demand the death pen­ 
alty, in the event Mrs. Hitchner 
is found guily. 


BROOKS TESTIFIED that he 
and Policeman A. O. Thompson 
arrived at the Hitchner apart­ 
ment in response to a telephone 
call to find Mrs. Hitchner, who 
is being tried before an all-women 
jury, caressing her husband who 
had fallen with a .38-caliber bul­ 
let wound. 
In the ambulance which took 
Hitchner to a hospital, Brooks 


said, 
Mrs. 
H i t c h n e r 
asked 
Thompson if her husband was 
in pain from the wound and 
Thompson said he didn’t think 
so. Then 
Mrs. 
Hitchner 
m ur­ 
mured: 
“Oh, 
it’s such a tiny 
hole.” 
Brooks 
a l s o 
testified 
that 
Hitchner informed him of an 
incident in a hotel in Berkeley 
when, after an argument, Mrs. 
Hitchner scratched her face with 
her fingernails, then asked police 
to arrest Hitchner for m istreat­ 
ing her. 


BROOKS SAID Hitchner re­ 
lated that he wanted no trouble 
with his wife and came to her 
apartment on the day of the 
shooting to discuss divorce plans 
with her. 
After the shooting, Brooks said, 
he saw a gun he had sold to 
Mrs. Hitchner lying on the floor 
near 
Hitchner’s 
body. 
Under 
questioning. Brooks testified he 
obtained the gun for Mrs. Hitch­ 
ner at her request after she said 
she needed it for protection. 


Council and 
Authority 
To Confer 


Acquisition of 
Torney Structures 
To Be Discussed 


W h a t 
may 
well be 
Palm 
Springs' last chance to obtain 
emergency housing accomodations 
for employed veterans and their 
families 
was 
undertaken 
this 
week by the Palm Springs Hous­ 
ing authority as it moved to ac­ 
quire nearly 20 of the sturdily- 
built hospital wards from Torney 
hospital to be set up in a 100- 
family 
community 
on 
Ramon 
Road. 
Shaped up in preliminary con­ 
ferences in which the housing 
authority received the unqualified 
indorsement of the business in­ 
terests of Palm Springs, the plan 
was presented by Barney Hinkle, 
chairman of the authority, to the 
city 
council 
at 
its 
meeting 
Wednesday night. The matter was 
held over for further study to­ 
night when the general commit­ 
tee of the council meets with the 
housing authority. 


UTMOST SPEED in the acqui­ 
sition program was urged by 
Hinkle as he appeared before the 
ciyt council to request the council 
to make available a vacant 10- 
acre site on the Field Club prop­ 
erty as the site for the housing 
community. Information received 
here had indicated that the Fed­ 
eral government may act quickly 
to sell off a total of 150 of the 
temporary buildings on the Tor­ 
ney hospital property, and the 
city’s chances of obtaining the 
living quarters free will be gone 
within 10 days after the buildings 
are advertised for sale. 
“The need for housing for em­ 
ployed people of Palm Springs is 
urgent,” Hinkle told the council 
in urging that the city officials 
take the leadership in the pro­ 
gram—a program that will cost 
the city nothing since 90 per cent 
of the project will be repaid from 
a state enabling act fund and the 
other 10 per cent will be raised 
among citizens of the community 
and loaned to the city which now 
is financially embarrassed. The 
project cost is expected to ap­ 
proach $300,000. 


"THIS PLAN would give Palm 
Springs an attractive, comfortable 
living accommodations at prices 
which employed 
veterans 
and 
their families can afford, probably 
in the $50-$65 a month bracket,” 
the housing authority chairman 
said. “These buildings are not 
the temporary barracks one sees 
in 
abandoned army fields of 
Southern California—they are so 
constructed that they meet the 
building requirements of Palm 
Springs and, once moved, will be 
useable, attractive and durable 
as long as many of the homes of 
the Village. 
“They can be spaced on the 
property in a well-planned ar­ 
rangement. improved in appear­ 
ance by being lowered from their 
present 4V4 foot foundation, and 
nicely planted to provide real

Armistice Day was 
flashed to the world on Nov. 7, 
1918. (His story of that day is re­ 
corded in column one today.) 
He is the man who originated 
the term, “The Lost Batallion” in 
the World War I. 


A S S O C I A T E D 
with 
the 
Scripps-Howard papers for years, 
he started the Baltimore Post and 
edited it for seven years, reor­ 
ganized the New York Telegram 
when it absorbed the New York 
World, 
started 
the 
Pittsburgh 
Press, and put life into the New 
Bedford Standard and Mercury, 
finally combining them with the 
Times to produce the Standard- 
Times and give Boston papers a 
real run for their money in Mas­ 
sachusetts. 


EDUCATION is his hobby now. 
He has lectured before journalism 
classes from coast to coast and is 
very much interested in other 
phases of education. 
He has 
spoken many times at Stanford 
University where he is practic­ 
ally an ex-officio member of the 
faculty. 
He was also in government 
work and with Lowell Mellett, 
another 
famous 
United 
Press 
writer, aided in war work as 
wage and hour administrator in 
Washington. 


DURING the war, he set up the 
Army’s public relations bureau 
which kept the nation informed 
on the doings of the boys in 
service. 
Right now he says he is rest­ 
ing, and by that he means he is 
taking it easy, just writing two 
books and gathering material for 
five articles requested by na­ 
tional magazines.

Map Plans for Development in Desert 
Area from Palm Springs to Indio 


Indians To Meet To 
Discuss Claims To 
Be Presented U.S. 


Palm Springs-Indio Highway Association, formed November 
30, w ith David F. Culver, developer of Rancho Mirage, as its 
president and Bill H illery, realtor, as secretary, has for its purpose 
the preservation of the present road as a recreational district 
highway, and the construction of flood control measures. 


The association m em bership is . — 
made up of property ow ners and 
residents along the route of the 
Palm 
Springs-Indio r o a d , 
on 
H ighw ay 111, beginning at the 
Palm Springs junction and con­ 
tinuing to Indio. 


ACCORDING to W. R. Hillery, 
it is th e intention of the associa­ 
tion to keep the present road in 
its approxim ate l o c a t i o n as 
against the plans of the California 
Highway commission who w ant 
to move it to the center of the 
valley. The group also w ant to 
channelize flood w aters in the 
districts across the roads and still 
comply w ith district highw ay su­ 
pervisor Sullivan’s plan that no 
dips be made in the roadw ay. 
It is understood that Sullivan 
also told the association that the 
state would not pay any m ajor 
portion of the cost of construc­ 
ting bridges for flood control p u r­ 
poses. It is also known th at the 
state's program does not include 
any im provem ent of the present 
highw ay but instead plans a four- 
lane

Noted Writer Now 


Busy While in City 


For a Vacation' 
Known as the most prolific 
writer in the English language 
because he turns out an average 
uf 450.000 thousand words 
¡1 
month, George Bruce now is 
writing in his suite at Villa Her­ 
mosa. He came to Palm Springs 
t„ confer with Edward Small, 
president of the Hollywood pro­ 
ducing company 
bearing 
his 
name, who maintains a large suite 
nl Villa Hermosa for the season. 
Bruce, who began writing at 
thi* age* 
nine and has written 
professionally since 1920, had 
many books and magazine ai - 
tieles published before joining 
the ranks of a motion picture lit 
erary adapter ten years ago. 
HE NOW is working on the 
storv "Valentino,” which Small 
will p r o d u c e in the spring. 
Notable among bis other works 
are “Two Years Before the Mast. 
•Fiesta,” and the War story so 
popular during the war “Keep 
Your Powder Dry” which starred 
Lana Turner, Susan Peters and 
Linda Darnell. Among his own 
books, which were later presented 
on the screen is ‘“Navy Blue and 
Gold" a starring vehi le for 
Jimmy Stewart in his eaily days. 
He also wrote "The Crowds 
Roar," which brought Robert 
Taylor to the front as a fine 
actor, not just a matinee idol. 
Although under contract to 
Metro. Bruce now is lent to Small 
for whom he has worked on 14 
different writing assignments. 
ACCORDING to the novelist, 
writing for Hollywood eonsum- 
tion is "no bed of roses." Fabu­ 
lous salaries are paid, but the 
writer practices ‘‘literary pros­ 
titution.” states Bruce. As he ex­ 
plains one is hired because he 
is tops in his field of writing, 
but the producer who is merely 
a business promoter, controls the 
story and changes it to suit his 
own particular fancy. That is why 
Hollywood goes into pronounced 
cycles. A certain type of picture 
is produced by one studio and 
every other studio jumps in and 
follows the trend whether it be 
gangster pictures, musicals or 
period spectacles. 
Bruce sounded a note of warn­ 
ing by saying Hollywood must 
watch its competition from Eng­ 
lish. French and Mexican made 
pictures, for they are showing 
tremendous originality and soon 
will produce such fine works 
that our foreign markets will be 
lost. Right now Hollywood con­ 
tinues to lead because it has the 
best organization, most producers 
and most money, but they dcfi- 
nately have no clutch on qual­ 
ity, he says. 
A MAN to watch is J. Arthur 
Rank, who controls all English 
productions and has several stu­ 
dios in our country. He is the 
"Mr. Hollywood" of the world, in 
that he is more important fi­ 
nancially than all the studios in 
Hollywood put together. 
Bruce is married to the cute 
petite Mexican star of motion 
pictures and dancing. Inez Torres. 
She has accompanied her famous 
husband to Villa Hermosa, and 
can be seen swimming there 
dailv.

SEED-BEATER FOUND—Last 
week Mr. Grunert of this city 
brought in a most peculiarly 
shaped piece of much-worn wood 
looking like a paddle. It had been 
hidden beneath a boulder near a 
spring, and so was definitely not 
a simple by-product of water ero­ 
sion, but man-made. This “pad­ 
dle" was shown to Dr. Walker of 
the Southwest Museum when he 
spoke here last week, and he 
promptly proclaimed it an old Ca­ 
huilla seed-beater, used to beat 
the tops of grain and wild plants 
to dislodge their seeds into a 
shallow basket. Most seed-beaters 
now know, however, are of a 
snowshoe type, like a loose ten- 
nis-racquet, and this solid paddle­ 
shaped one is therefore most un­ 
usual.

KNOCK, KNOCK. 
WHO’S THERE? 
Remembered more as a man of 
war than of peace, Napoleon 
originated the famous "Book of 
Ceremonial." This collection of 
819 articles on etiquette was de­ 
signed to meet all possible situa­ 
tions. Napoelon was quite sensi­ 
tive about such matters. 
To moderns this was largely 
wasted effort. Few of us, for in­ 
stance. would care about a new 
way of knocking at a door. For 
that matter, how many are aware 
of the double purpose of ringing 
a doorbell or using a brass 
knocker? Usually we think of it 
terms of finding out whether any­ 
one is at home and forget that it 
also announces us. 
In this latter connection it is 
like a Public Notice whose func­ 
tion is to notify other persons 
that someone waits without, as it 
were, with certain intentions. 
Where Notice is concerned, these 
have to do with the rights of 
others. But Notices are far more 
numerous, of much greater im­ 
portance. and of much earlier 
origin than the rules of etiquette 
of Napoleon’s time.

November Shows 


Date Is Far Ahead 


For the first time since the be­ 
ginning of the 1946, building p er­ 
mits during the m onth of Novem­ 
ber fell below the sam e month in 
1945 but figures for the first 11 
m onths of this year are more than 
six tim es greater th an for the 
same period of last year. 
Building perm its in dollars and 
cents during the m onth of No­ 
vem ber am ounted to $137,350 as 
compared to $177,930 for the same 
month last year.

P. M. Sw art, assistant public 
works adm inistrators, in announc­ 
ing these figures, pointed out th at 
the m onth just past saw perm its 
issued for 13 dw ellings for a total 
cost of $131,470 as com pared to 
28 perm its for homes issued in 
November, 1945, for a total cost of 
$128,820. 


ASKED TO ACCOUNT for the 
difference in the cost as indicated 
on each perm it issued, Sw art said 
the increased cost of labor and 
the scarcity of m aterials showed 
the average cost of buildings this 
month approxim ately 100 percent 
higher than the average cost of 
building indicated for the m onth 
of November, 1945. 
“However,” Sw art added, “the 
month of November just apst saw 
perm its issued for four dw ellings 
at a cost of $20,000 each which 
may have increased the average 
over the indicated cost of last 
year.”

'Moods in Wood' 
Delightful Event 


At Woman's Club 


By MRS. JOHN S. LAPP 
"Moods in W ood” by Powel) 
Helton proved to be one of the 
most 
delightful 
program s 
the 
m em bers of th e Palm Springs 
W oman’s club have been privil­ 
eged to enjoy in m any m onths. 
Mr. H elton has a very pleasing 
way of presenting his subject, in­ 
jecting bits of legend, poetry, and 
philosophy into his talk, as he ex­ 
plains his fascinating wood pic­ 
tures. 


BY WAY of introduction to his 
art, he showed sam ples of rare 
woods; 
rosewood, 
satinwood, 
prim evera, olivewood, m ahogany, 
etc., w hich he uses in his pic­ 
tures, or, as he calls them , tapes­ 
tries. A ll were pieces of veneer 
tw enty-eighth of an inch thick. 
Pieces of dyed w’oods w ere in ­ 
cluded, which a re used for cer­ 
tain colors not found in natural 
woods. M ahogany dyed black is 
used instead of ebony as it is 
more easily cut into veneer. 
The 
pictures, 
in 
them selves, 
were 
so 
beautiful 
th at 
they 
brought forth m any exclam ations 
of adm iration from the audience. 
The 
largest, 
and perhaps 
the 
loveliest of these "tapestries,” is 
caiied "The T rail of the Zan- 
quero” (w ater carrier). It depicts 
a scene on the northw est slope of 
San Jacinto near w here the fam ­ 
ous Indian, Cabazon, built the 
first irrigation system in this part 
of California. This picture is com­ 
posed of 8000 pieces of wood of 
all kinds, shapes, and sizes, and is 
com parable in beauty to a fine oil 
painting. 


TO GIVE his audience some 
idea of the w ay he w orks, Mr. 
Helton m ade an overlay wooden 
portrait 
of 
A braham 
Lincoln | 
from pieces of holly-wood (which 
had previously been cut by him) 
against a background of black 
dyed m ahogany. 
A nother large and colorful pic­ 
ture, called “Sm oke Tree” shows 
a sm oke tree in the foreground I 
of a scene in P ainted Canyon. 1 1 
Mr. H elton told the legend of the 1 
smoke tree as he displayed this 
lovely w ork. In this picture there 
are woods from all over the 
world.

One of the portraits in this 
exhibit w as that of Mrs. Ruth

BLACK WIDOW SPIDE — 
(Continued) 
Last week we described the 
distribution of the black widow 
spider, the w orld's only danger­ 
ous spider. 
Wc also m entioned 
her several relatives, the sym p­ 
toms of her bite, and the medical 
treatm ent for spider-bite. 
Now, 
let’s look at the culprit herself: 
The black widow has a round 
pea-shaped body, which is usually 
glistening black in color. In size, 
her body varies from th at of a 
BB up to the diam eter of a dime. 
She is hairless in appearance, and 
this fact im m ediately sets her 
aside from nearly all other com­ 
m on spiders, w hich are usually 
quite hairy and fuzzy. Like other 
spiders, she possesses four pairs 
of walking-legs, each w ith seven 
segm ents. 
These legs are long, 
slender, and also black and hair­ 
less. 
Large black widows may 
have a leg spread of as m uch as 
two inches! 


THE HEAD and thorax arc 
combined and xelatively sm all in 
comparison w ith the larger, more 
bulky abdomen. She has no an­ 
tennae like insects. 
The m ain 
character that cinches her identi­ 
fication, however, is the hour­ 
glass figure on the under- or 
belly-side of the abdomen. This 
peculiar design, like two sm all 
triangles w ith their tips together, 
is in sharp contrast to the glossy 
black of the background, and is 
either 
brilliant 
red 
or 
deep 
orange in color, and l-arely even 
yellowish. 
On the top of the 
abdom en there m ay be some ir­ 
regular w hite or orange blotches, 
but this is uncommon; usually the 
black is pure, unbroken black. 
As in other spiders, the black 
widow has eight eyes, which ap­ 
pear pearlly w hite under a hand- 
lens. The spinnerets, those very 
sm all extensions from the end of 
the abdomen w hich produce the 
silk, num ber six. B reathing is ac­ 
complished by complicated struc­ 
tures called “book-lungs” ; they 
are situated in the abdomen. The 
simple tubular heart is located 
not in the combined head and 
thorax, as might be supposed, but 
in the abdom inal cavity. 
The 
stomach is also a very simple 
short tube, for the black widow in 


true spider-fashion, 
feeds only 
upon the body juices of her prey. 


THE 
MALE 
black 
widow, 
which is not poisonous to man, is 
quite different from his mate. In 
size, he is m uch sm aller, and thus 
rarely observed. His back is usu­ 
ally brilliantly m arked w ith three 
vertical stripes on the side and an 
irregular w hite band down the 
middle. He m ay or m ay not have 
the 
tell-tale 
hour-glass 
under­ 
neath. If it is present, the m ark 
is usually dull and insignificant. 
Nor are the legs of the m ale solid 
black like those of the venomous 
fem ale; rather, they arc made up 
of alternate black and light sec­ 
tions. The general body color of 
the male, too, is dark brown 
rath er than shiny black. 
In the male black widow, the 
feeler-like structures pointing for­ 
w ard from the head (called redi­ 
palpi) have greatly enlarged and 
flattened bulbous tips. 
Prior to 
m ating, the sperm is transferred 
into these hollow tips, and stored 
there 
until 
m ating 
occurs, 
at 
w hich time it is introduced into 
the genital openings of the fe­ 
male. 


THE POPULAR BELIEF that 
the female im m ediately pounces 
upon and devours her hapless 
husband as soon as m ating is 
completed, is wrong, although it 
has given rise to the common 
nam e “black widow,” now ac­ 
cepted as the standard vernacular 
name. If she is sufficiently hun­ 
gry, as any fem ale spider will, she 
will kill and eat her spouse; ordi- 
nai’ily she does not do this, how­ 
ever. 
Oddly enough, the bite of the 
m ale is harm less to m an, for as 
he grow s older, his poison-glands 
ali'eady very sm all to begin with, 
gradually shrink and atrophy! In 
the fem ale black widow, the re ­ 
verse is true. The older the indi­ 
vidual spider, th e larger and more 
developed are her venom-glands; 
and thus the m ore dangei-ous she 
becomes. A ctually, drop for drop, 
the poison of th e m ature black 
w idow female is even m ore pot­ 
ent than that of a rattlesnake!

It wasn't 
too hard because I, as cable editor, 
always had to have every detail 
of the war at my instant com­ 
mand. 
(Anyway, I was the first per­ 
son to write a complete history 
of World War I). 
Then we waited . . . and waited 
. and waited. 
When the Associated Press and 
International News Sendee failed 
to come through with confirma­ 
tion—or the U.S. Army service, 
for that m atter—we didn't worry. 
For hours, anyway. 


A FEW MONTHS BEFORE. 
Lowell Mellett had put over one 
of the biggest scoops of the war 
by getting exclusive privileges 
for UP to use a private telegraph 
wire from Paris to Brest, which 
was owned by a small daily in 
the latter town. (The details are 
too involved and intricate to in­ 
clude here). All congestion on 
the French cable was in the land 
service, so that our cables, filed 
in Brest, had been constantly 
b e a t i n g everything. President 
Wilson. War Secretary Baker, and 
Chief of Staff March had even 
watched the progress our first 
great -All-American offensive at 
St. Mihele over UP wires in 
Washington, piped into the White 
House. 
So, as 1 say, we weren't wor­ 
ried . . . much. 
New York went crazy. The 
rest of the country followed. You 
who date back that far know the 
story as well as I. Better, per­ 
haps. 
Reporters 
and photographers 
from the New York papers be­ 
sieged up 
. . "the first men in 
the United States to know the 
war was over.” . . . etc., etc. 
Bill 
Hawkins, 
vice-president 
and general manager, was the 
ranking UP official in New York 
He 
naturally 
assumed 
charge 
after Ed and Hugh and I had 
kicked off.
